be dispensed with because unemployment is 


high and no skills are required for the 
service. The Army has had serious problems 
obtaining specialists precisely because men 
with the required skills are already employed. 

By and large, however, your advocacy of 
a truly professional army system is sound. 
But President Johnson's order for a study 
of the draft is something else. I think it is 
clear that its main purpose is to quiet 
criticism of the draft in Congress, particu- 
larly by Republicans, in an election year. 

On January 16 Senator Keating introduced 
a bill to create a presidential commission to 
study the draft (S. 2432), and as of today 
it has 19 sponsors, 13 Republicans and six 
Democrats. The philosophies of the sponsors 
ranges from the liberalism of Senators 
McGovern and Douglas to the conservatism 
of Simpson and Bennett. The Keating bill 
has also been introduced in the House with 
bi-partisan sponsorship, and there are two 
additional bills calling for a study of the 
draft that have been introduced in the House 
by Republicans. 

Anyone who doubts that Johnson’s study 
of the draft is other than a political gambit 
should read the debate on the floor of the 
House on April 21, when 15 Republicans 
took the floor to criticize the present system 
and suggest alternatives. Rep. Thomas Cur- 
tis (R.-Mo.), in particular, documented this 
charge, and | understand that reprints of 
the entire debate are available from his 
office.
